is a perfectly distinct and obvious pro- 
ceeding. In this country a declaratiov 
of war may be made only by congress. 
Only once in the present century has 
such a declaration been made, namely 
in 1812 against Great Britain. War may 
exist actually between the United States 
and another country, as was the case 
between this country and Mexico, without 
action by congress. The Mexican war 
had progressed fourteen months before 
action was taken by congress. Troops 


‘of the United States had invaded Mexico 


and several battles had been fought be- 
fore congress, to insure the legality of 
the contest and to protect the rights of 
the United States as a probable conquer- 
or, declared that a state of war existed 
from a date fourteen months prior to the 
action of congress. Congress did not de- 
clare war against Spain. It declared 
simply that a state of war existed from 
a specified time. 

Among Europtan nations the method of 
procedure is simpler, and quite as obvious 
and the news of such action is published 
to the world immediately. 

Within three hours after the official 
declaration of congress that the United 
States was at war with Spain the Span- 
ish government had on the wires an iden- 
tical note to all governments to which 
it had accredited representatives notify- 
ing them of the existence of a state of 
war between Spain and the United 
States. 

The understanding among Washington 
officials of Russia’s action is that the 
empire has declared the three provinces 
on its southeastern frontier in a state of 
siege. This is altogether different from 
a declaration of war. It corresponds to 
a declaration of martial law by Great 
Britain and to a suspension of the right 
of habeas corpus by the United States. 
It is a supercession of civil by military 
authority. It has no effect upon such 
treaties as may be in force between the 
countries, whereas a declaration of war 
or a declaration that a state of war 
exists would annul all treaties. 

It is pointed out further that Russia 
has two objects in ber military opera- 
tions in China—the rescue and pro cection 
of the foreign legationers and the pro- 
tection of her menaced frontier. In ¢car- 
rying out her second object, Russia has 
seized New Chwang. This was done to 
obtain a base of operations of which 
the frontier could be easily reached, 
precisely as Taku was seized as a base 
of operations by the allies in their oper- 


ations against Pekin. 


CHINESE WELL INTRENCHED. 


Thanksgiving Services. Are Held by 


Americans and British. 

Pekin, August 19, via Taku, August 24 — 
Armed Chinese are reported to the south- 
ward and westward. A well intrenched 
force has been located by the Bengal 
Lancers in a village fovr miles to the 
scuthwest. It is believed that the best 
Chinese 'eaders wre in command. De- 
tackments of the allied forces were out 
today reconnoiteving and looting. The 
imperial city and the forbidden city are 
under close guard by the international 
authorities.

NATIVE CHRISTIANS SURVIVE. 


Conger Sends ‘a Cablegram to Rev. 
Dr. Leonard. 


Cleveland, O., August 26.—Rev. Dr. A. 
B* Leonard. corresponding secretary of 
the foreign missionary board of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, who is visiting 
his son-in-law in this city, has receved 
a cable message from Minister Conger 
and three missionaries in Pekin saying 
that the native Christians in northern 
China had survived the attacks upon them 
but wére homeless and destitute. The 
cablegsram said that all the Methodist 
missionaries were safe, though all the 
mission property is destroyed save that 
at Tien Tsin.

Fighting To Do 


RIOTS ARE QUITE FREQUENT 


Crowds of Colored Citizens Attempt 
To Rescue a Prisoner from the 
Officers, 


CLUBS ARE FREELY USED-BY POLICE 


Arrests and Bloody Heads Form a 
Feature of the Day in Greater 
New York and the Ne- 
gro’s Part Is a Lead- 
ing One. 


New York, August 26.—A number of in- 
cipient race riots broke out here today, 
the direct cause being the shooting on 
Saturday night of John Brennan, a white 
messenger boy, aged twenty, by John 
Davis, alias ‘‘Lamplighter,” a negro. 
Brennan was one of a crowd of whites 
who taunted Davis, and bullets from the 
black’s revolver lodged in his stomach 
and chest. He is in a hospital and likely to 
die. The shooting was done on Sixty- 
second street and. becoming noised about, 
the rough white element began to search 
out negroes. Before daybreak this morn- 
ing, James Arnold, @ negro, while pass- 
ing Sixty-fourth street and Amsterdam 
avenue, was attacked by a crowd of 
whites and badly beaten. He was treated 
at a hospital. Shortfy afterwards, about 
two blocks away, the gang dealt out a 
similar exngrience t@é Alex Ballentine, a 
negro, who’ was passing quietly along. 
In neither case were arrests made, 

At 9:30. o'clock this morting a crowd of 
whites. ied Dy. Frank McPike, twenty- 
four years of age,’ went to a five-story 
tenement on Sixtieth street occupled by 
negroes, with the avowed purpose of 
cleaning it out. They had about demol- 
ished all the windows and incidentally 
cracked a head or two when the police 
arrived. McPike and another man were 
arrested. 

At 1:3 p. m. Joseph Doyle, eighteen 
years old, filled his hat with stones and 
took his stand at ¥ifty-ninth street and 
Eleventh avenue. He succeeded in inflict- 
ing scalp wounds on two negroes before 
a policeman clubbed and arrested him. 

Officer John J. Cleary placed under ar- 
rest..for “‘being sassy,’’ William Hopson, 
a negro. He rashly undertook to take 
his prisoner to the station through West 
Sixtieth street. That street between West 
End and Amsterdam avenues is called 
“Cuckoo Row’”’ and here colored people 
live by the hundred. The fact that one 
of their race was in the hands of a po- 
liceman was all that several of them 
wanted and a half dozen of them thought 
they would release Hopson. Cleary used 
his club and then drew his revolver. By 
threatening to shoot the first man to 
move he held the mob at bay until other 
policemen came to his aid. They arrestéd 
George Meyer, also colored, who, Cleary 
said. started the attempted rescue. Meyer 
resisted arrest all the way to the station 
and when he got there he had several 


scalp wounds. One in particular was very 
large and it is thought the negfo’s skull 
was fractured. 

William and Henry Rapp, brothers, and 
white. were arrested and locked up to 
night on complaint of Adam Johnson, 
colored, who claimed they had stoned 
him. 

The foregoing are only a few assaults 
which came to light by arrests. The fact 
is that all day long the police in the 
neighborhood mentioned were kept busy 


dispersing small mobs bent on mischief.

Washington, August 2.—The war de- 
partment has made public letters found 
among the papers of General Ricart, re- 
cently arrested by the police near Manila. 
Among them is an unsigned letter in re- 
Zard to an attack on Manila in January, 
1900. It states that the reason for not 
carrying out the proposed attack was be- 
cauge of the small number of resolute 
persons stationed at the gates, and be- 
cause General Otis had gone aboard a 
ship in Manila bay. 

Another attack was planned but not 
carried out because the “enemy”’ made a 
careful search of the city as a result of 
disturbances the previous day. The let- 
ter advises another attack and outlines 
the following plan: 


“To recruit in your command of South 
Luzon 3.000 men of sure daring and stead- 
iness. These will enter tne walled city 
armed with knives. The entrance of this 
number of men will be effected during a 
period of about three weeks, it will be 
very easy to do it and I shall undertake 
to place them in safe places while the 
rest are arriving and as soon as they all 
get in I shall give the necessary instruc- 
tions to direct and arrange for co-opera- 
tion in the blow on the said point the 
walled city.” 

After making suggestions as to the rais- 
ing of funds the letter continues: 

“At the same time, with all due honor 
and respect, I inform you, general, that 
it is my strong belief that to receive. a 
favorable termination of this present 
campaign in which we suffer defeats con- 
tinually not that any one is of much im- 
portance, but they diminish the desire of 
us Filipinos to pursue with the necesary 
ardor the longed-for liberty and independ- 
ence of our dear country; there is no 
other way of attaining this than by car- 
rying out the blow in the city of Manila 
since that piece of land surrounded with 
its high and massive wall once taken. we 
sha!] be able to dominate its suburbs and 


demand what we want of the foreigners.

authority as soon as we can dominate 
the place where they are.” 

The following apparently addressed to 
General Ricart, as chief of the operations 
about Manila and signed by Martana

SOMNAMBULIST SOLDIER 
MEETS HORRIBLE DEATH 


Columbus, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)— 
‘Mr. Woodie Johnston, a Columbus boy, 
who is just home from the Philippines, 
talks most interestingly about conditions 
in those islands. Mr. Johnston went 
away from Columbus about two years 
ago as a member of company E, Twenty- 
ninth regiment. He assisted in obtaining 
recruits from Columbus and surrounding 
Georgia and Alabama territory and was 
given the place of sergeant in his com- 
pany. 

“The Twenty-ninth is one of the luck- 
iest regiments that went to the Philip- 
pines,”’ said Sergeant Johnston today. 
The Twenty-ninth regiment was in the 
hettest of the battle of San Mateo, in 
which you will remember General Lawton 
was killed. It was exceedingly lucky in 
not losing a single man. Not a person in 
the regiment was wounded even.” 

Mr. Johnston told of a most distressing 
incident in which Robert Floyd, an Ala- 
bama boy, met his death. Oyd came 
from Lee county, his home being situated 
between Phenix City and Opelika. It de- 
veloped after Floyd had joined the regi- 
ment that he wag in the habit of walking 
in his sleep. His associates at first be- 
came aware of this at sea. At a late 
hour of night the people on board ship 
were startled by a loud crash, and those 
who sprang up were astonished te see 
Floyd running about the ship as if wild. 
It was seen immediately that he was 
asleep and was unconscious of what he 
was doing. Some one seized him just 
in time to prevent his going overboard, 


‘Some time after that, when the regiment 


had reached Manila and had begun active 
service, company B, of which Floyd was 
@ member, was stational at Malabon. 
The natives around Malabon were in-quite 
a wild state and ha@ nothing whatever to 
do with white people. It was felt by. 
company = they would make an at- 
tack on the regiment that night, Floyd 
and @ number of his companions were 
sleeping in a’ stone house two or three 


Stories high. During the night his com- 


panions were awakened by a terrific 
crash. Floyd had got up in his sleep and 
was rushing down the corridor at full 
speéd when the sentry saw him. The 
sentry was acquainted with his unfor- 
tunate habit of night walking, and sur- 
mising that he was asleep, seized him. 
The sentry was Private Blackmon, an- 
other Lee county, Alabama, boy, and a 
stalwart man. Floyd caught him up and 
slung him a dozen feet and continued 
his mad race down the corridor. At the 
end of the corridor was a window and 
through this Floyd jumped, falling on a 
pile of rocks a considerable distance be- 
low. His arm was broken in two places, 
but it was thought possible by the phy- 
sicians that it could be saved. He was 
taken to the same hospital where Ser- 
geant Johnston had been carried. During 
the night blood poisening set in and the 
unfortunate young man died after several 
hours of intense agony. It seems that his 
body had swollen to the extent that it 
was impossible to place it in an ordinary 
casket. A shroud was wrapped around 
it and it was placed in an ambulance. 
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DEVEREAUX MADE GOOD 
USE OF BONES OF WHALE 


Charleston, S. C., August 26.—(Special.) 
Captain John H. Devereaux has refused 
a cash offer of $300 for the Jawbone of a 
whale which was killed in the harbor 
about fourteen years ago. The jaws; 
measure twelve feet each, and just now 
they are used as a grand entrance to a 
Summer house on Sullivan’s island, made 
entirely of the bones from the whale. 
The house is prettily arranged, and the 
vines which cover it give it a most hand- 
some appearance. Tea was served in this 
little house the other afternoon, and the 
fact was brought out then that Captain 
Devereaux had just refused fhe offer 
for the bones. The whale was considered 
the largst of its kind that ever drifted 
to southern waters, and the old people 
here remember the stirring times on the 
afternoon when tugs and boats and hunt- 
ers with rifles and harpoons, went out and 
finally slaughtered the monster. After 
being killed the monster was towed to the 
island and money was appropriated 10 
burn it. Captain Devereaux got the jaw 
bones and most of the ribs, and he has 
carefully preserved them, and so much 
interest has attached to his home where 
the animal summer house stands, that he 
has refused to part with his property 
even when the offer comes from one of the 
most famous institutions in the country. 

Captain Devereaux. fs the supervising 
architect for the government at Charles- 
ton, and it was his idea to build the ar- 
bor with the most artistic effect. The 
jaws form the main entrance, Back of 


this the ribs have been put up as a cover- 
ing and a support for the vines, and the 
large bone of the whale’s tail is used now 
as the throne seat in the arbor: No ef- 
fort was made to have the rib. bones 
placed in their natural position, but thése 
have been put around where they can do 
the most good in the way of protection 
for the interior from the sun. 

Not much damage has come to the 
bones through the long exposure to the 
weather. In the big storms that swept 
over the Island in recent years the sum- 
mer house was submerged, although the 
rains and the storms have wrought little 
or no damage. The bones are considered 
the most interesting object on the island, 
and thousands of visitors have gazed on 
the strange, werd-looking house in won- 
der. The bones are thoroughly bleached, 
and superstitious negroes who have to 
pass that portion of the island on moon- 
light nights, go by at a double speed. 
There is something about the gaunt ob- 
ject which holds fear and terror to the 
ignorant negroes. 

There is a seating capacity for twenty- 
five persons in the whalehouse, and the 
vertebrae of the spinal eolumn forms on2 
of the main seats. The jaw entrance af- 
fords ample space for out-of-door enter- 
tainments, and at some of the afternoon 
teas for children the young ladies whu 
receive the guests stand right under the 
jaws, and the little peqnle wno come tio 
the strange door look up In amazement at 
the giant monster’s jaw.

WORK AT THE -NORTH HIGHLANDS 


Part of the Bulkhead Wall of the 
,Power Company Has Been Built. 
The New Mill. 


Columbus, Ga., August 26.—(Special.)— 
The work of preparing for the Columbus 
street fair, October 29th to November 3d, 
inclusive, is being pushed rapidly and 
systematically. The fair management 
has just Closed a contract with the Co- 
lumbus Military band to play during the 
fair week and will also employ another 
one, thus providing splendid music for 
the fair. The Columbus band will be 
strengthened by a number of expert mu- 
sicians and during fair week will consist 
of twenty-five pieces. The street fair 
officers have a great amount of corre- 
spondence relative to attractions which 
have been offered to them. They are 
negotiating with quite a number of the 
strongest attractions and have already 
closed with some. 

There will be three leading public pa- 
rades during the fair. The first will be 
the civic parade, the second the flower 
parade, and last, but not least, the 
military parade. The floral parade last 
year was an unqualified success, and 
judging by the interest that Columbus 
ladies are taking in it this year, it will 
prove one of the most beautiful and ar- 
tistic features of the fair. Premiumis this 
year are much larger than last, thus giv- 
ing more encouragement to the decora- 
tions of vehicles. The largest prize, $50, 
will be given for the most beautifully 
decorated vehicle of any description. All 
the towns in this section will be invited 
to send decorated vehicles to represent 
their respective communities in the con- 
test, and thus the visitors will have a 
local pride and interest in this feature. 
A committee will be appointed in a day 
or two who will arrange the details for 
the balloting for the queen of the fair. 
Last year the queen was elected by popu- 
lar ballot and the same plan will prevail 
again.

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KNOW NOTHING OF BRYAN. 


Sergeant Johnson, of the Twenty- 
Ninth, Talks Interestingly. 


Columbus. Ga., August 2%.—(Special.)— 


Sergeant Johnston, who has just return- 
ed from the Philippines, speaks very in- 
terestingly about Manila. He says that 
it is a place of 400,000 people, and that it 
struck him more as a numerous collec- 
tion of small towns than anything else. 
The city is divided into sections, and in 
riding on horse cars in Manila a person 
has to pay 2 cents per section. The trol- 
ley car hes not yet struck Manila. The 
reporter asked if it was not merely @ 
question of time before Manila would de- 
velop into a modern city, with trolley 
lines and other modern improvements. 
Mr. Johnston rather grimly replied that 
Manila was already a very old city, and 
that in his opinion it had already de- 
veloped.”” In his opinion there was no 
particular reason why it should continue 
to grow in commercial importance, as 
there was nothing particular to support 
its growth. He said that rice was the 
principal thing cultivated around the city. 
The hemp industry is confined princi- 
pally to the northern part of the island. 
He did not think that cotton could be 
grown profitably in the Philippines. It 
will grow to a large size, but it would 
take tco long for the plant to develop 
for practical purposes. Mr. Johnston does 
not place a very high estimate on our 
eastern possessions. He says that the 
majority of the people are savages, and 
that four miles out from Manila can be 
seen as crude and rude specimens of nude 
humanity as can be found anywhere. A 
shirt waist man would be deemed a very 
much overdressed individual in the Phil- 
ippines. In Manila there are a good many 
educated Spaniards and shrewd China- 
men, but the most of the population 1S 
ignorant. Manila journalism is behin 
the times. Mr. Johnston said that fre- 
quently papers from the states would 


scoop the Manila journals on local hap- 


penings, and would arrive at Manila be- 
fore the papers there had learned the 
news. The only sale for the American 
papers in the Phillppines is among the 
army, which supports also the American 
papers published in Manila. Mr. John- 
ston thought that the Philippine war 
would be drawn out indefinitely unless 
there was a change in the present policy. 
He thought that there would be 4 de- 
cisive change after the next presidential 
change in this country, no matter wheth- 
er Bryan or McKinley is elected.

TILLMAN AND 
THE PREACHERS 


Campaign in South Carolina 
Is Warm, 


SENATOR CENTRAL FIGURE 


| Fight Is Between Dispensary and 
Prohibition—Tillman Is Caustic 
in His Remarks About the 
Preachers—Some of 


His Sayings, 


Columbia, S. C., August 26.—(Spectal.)— 
South Carolina has become somewhat 
noted for the uniqueness of her political 
campaigns. The present one is different 
from all predecessors and is being fought 
on new lines. 

Senator Tillman is the central figure: 
standing, metaphorically speaking, with 
& Bible in one hand and a whisky bottle 
bearing the coat of arms of South Caro- 
lina and stamped “chemically pure,” in 
the other, he invites the populace to drink 
and quotes scripture to prove that to use 
liquor ig not considered immoral] in the 
Bible except in Habakkuk, which he de- 
clares to be “‘obsolete:’’ around him 
the same “wool hat boys” of 1890 and 
1892 are applauding his sharp thrusts 
at the ministers: others of his more sert- 
ous followers are more silent; still others 
have openly turned and are speaking 
against him, while from a hundred pul- 
pits pours such a stream of denunciation 
as has never before been turned simulta- 
neously upon the most evil works of the 
satanic majesty. With scathing tongue 
and bitter pen the preachers of almost 
every denomination, particularly the 
Methodists, Baptists and Presbyterians, 
have drawn the line of excommunication 
around the person of the portly senator. 

The gubernatorial contest is the issue, 
the question being dispensary or prohibi- 
tion. Even the twelve consecutive days 
when the average maximum temperature 
was 100 degrees in the shade could not 
keep the senator off the stand: indeed, 
with the continued heat he became more 
warm in the use of language and it is 
a question whether the ministers kept 
pace with the senator’s vocabulary. Up- 
to-date, however, they are doing fairly 
well and the indications are that they will 
not be outclassed, 

Among other things Senator Tillman de- 
clared in his speeches that “of all things 
I hate is the hypocrite, and I would not 
swap places today with any of the preach- 
ers for my own chances in the next 
world.”’ 

He has done more, he declares, for the 
morals of the people of South Carolina 
than all the preachers put together, 

“The preachers and the old barkeepers 
have formed an unholy alliance to break 
down the dispensary. 

“The preacherg may be honest, but they 
are weak in the upper story (tapping his 
head.) They do not know.” 

He accused some preachers of distort- 
ing their texts in order to show that 
liquor was condemned in the Bible; he 
then quotes Paul’s advice to Timothy to 
take wine; Solomon he declared, had 
given the same advice; while the instances 
of good men like Lot and Noah having 
got drunk without reproof or punish- 
ment are cited to show that drunkenness 
was not considered a sin. The miracle 
of water being turned into wine by Jesus 
has been repeatedly referred to as proof, 
furnished by the New Testament, of the 
senator’s contentions. 

Minisfers of the gospel were allitera- 
tive in their attacks on his cause, the 
senator said, and he might retaliate by 
saying some people attributed ‘‘D.D.”’ to 
stand for ‘‘Damned Devils.’’ 

People had threatended to scratch his 
name from the ticket, he said, and he in- 
vited them to do so, declared that al- 
though he had no opposition for re-elec- 
tion to the senate, he would. not accept 
the office if he did not receive a majority 
of the votes cast. He expected, he said, 
to make 20,000 new enemies by his can- 
vass. 

But Senator Tillman has not held the 
monopoly of the talking. A hundred 
sermons and as many letters to newspa- 
pers might be quoted from, but here 
are a few samples: 

Rev. G.. W. Gardner, D.D., editor of 
The South Carolina Baptist, has been a 
supporter and admirer of Senator Till- 
man, and has kept out of the fight until 
this week, when he attended a meeting 
and heard the senator speak. 

He says: “It was an outrage and we 
are ashamed that South Carolina has 
such a man to represent her so destitute 
of reverence; so blasphemous. 

“He is a far worse man than his most 
ardent enemies have ever branded him. 

‘Satan quoted Scripture to our Lord 
but we do not believe his Satanic Majesty 
is capable of handling God’s word more 
perversely or irreverently than Senator 
Tillman. 

“His advocacy of the liquor traffic 
and indorsement of the drinking habit are 
unworthy of any man and could only 
emanate from aman who was lost to all 
noble purposes. 

“It is a pity the young men of our 
country are permitted to listen to such a 
man. ° 

“But we must not be severe. We pity 
this man. May God have mercy on his 
soul. 

“He is led captive at the will of the 
devil.’”’ - 

Dr. C. 8. Gardner, of Greenville, re- 
ferring to Tillman’s statement that Ha- 
bakkuk is obsolete, says: “Habakkuk 
did not live to see the time when a United 


preaching that the liquor traffic is a be- 
nevolent and moral institution. 

“He ig either a religious ignoramus or 
a religious impostor who tries to bolster 
up liquor traffic with the Bible.”’ 

Rev. F. C. Hickson, of Cherokee county, 
who attempted to interrogate Tillman on 
the stand and was snubbed and “sawed 
off,’” says:

They have concluded 
that they could do it, and the result is 
the race riots and lynchings have dis- 
graced many states, 

‘So long as these crimes were confined

itself little. But events in Ohio prove 
that the lawless spirit of the south is 
permeating the north and that unless it 
is throttled this section will soon become 
as notorious for riots and lynchings as the 
south.”’ 

Now, isn’t that rich? From the state 
where ballot box stuffing and office steal- 
ing has developed into a fine art, in 
which there has not been an honest result 
declared in forty years, and where, at 
the present moment, The Press is making 
a fight’ to control the casting of the 80,000 
fraudulent ballots heretofore the perqui- 
site of Mat Quay.

-{B. E. BATES DIED 


OF HEART FAILURE 


Aged Citizen Was Healthy Ten Minutes 
Previous to Death. , 


WAS ON HIS WAY TO HIS STORE 


¥ 
Became Exhausted and Stopped to 
Rest and Died. 


HE WAS AN OLD CITIZEN OF DECATUR 


Funeral Will Occur from Residetice 
in Decatur Tomorrow—Inter- 
ment at Decatur Cemetery. 


E. E. Bates, of Decatur, died yester- 
day morning at 1 o’clock in a room at 
the Jossey hotel of heart failure. Ten 
minutes previous to the time of his death 
he was in good health, robust and hear*y. 
He was sixty years of age. 

The circumstances’ surrounding the 
death of Mr. Bates are very peculiar. 
He was the proprietor of a grocery store 
in Decatur, and, as is the custom on 
Saturday night, remained at his store 
late. 

He closed the store about 1 o’clock and 
went to his home, which was only a few 
blocks distant. After reaching home he 
discovered that he had left some money 
in the store he intended bringing home 
with him. 

He went out of the house and up the 
street, walking rather rapidly, intending 
to reach the store and get home as soon 
as possible. 

When he was directly in front of the 
Jossey house, which is only two doors 
from his place of business, neighbors 
heard him cry out for help. 

Before any one could reach him he had 
managed to get on the veranda of the 
hotel, and had awakened Mr. Jossey, who 
came down to see what the trouble was, 

“IT am thoroughly exhausted, and would 
like to sit here and rest,’ said Mr. 
Bates, He was coughing and gasping 
for breath. 

Mr. Jossey saw at once that something 
was the matter, and dispatched a messen- 
ger in all haste for a nearby physician. 

In the meantime everything possible 
was done for the suffering man, whose 
condition was growing worse. 

He was removed to a room in the hotel, 
and here he died within ten minutes 


after he was first found on the verandad 


of the hotel, and before the physician 
could reach him. 

The doctor made an examination and 
pronounced Mr. Bates dead, as the result 
of heart failure. 

The deceased was a native of New 
Hampshire, but came south and went to 
Molina, Fla., over thirty years ago, where 
he married Miss Lina Conn, a native of 
Wisconsin. 

About twenty years ago he moved to 
Georgia and settled in Decatur, where 
he embarked in the grocery business. 
There he resided up to the time of his 
death. ‘ 

He leaves a wife and one daughter, Miss 
Mary Bates, age fifteen years, of Deca- 
tur, and two sisters, Miss Anna Bates 
and Mrs. Joseph Chase, of New Hamp- 
shire. to mourn his loss. 

He was one of the most worthy and 
highly esteemed citizens in this section 
of the country, and loved by all who 
knew him. He was a consistent member 
of the Episcopal faith, and had done 
much for the upbuilding of that church 
in Decatur. 

The funeral will occur from the resi- 
dence in Decatur tomorrow afternoon at 
3:30 o’clock, and the interment will be at 
the Decatur cemetery.

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Washington, August 26.—(Special.)— 
Since the defection of Senator Welling- 
ton. the republican managers of Mary- 
land have apparently given up all hope 
of carrying that state for McKinley. 
They are endeavoring to minimize the 
meaning of Senator Wellington's an- 
nouncement that he wil] not support Mc- 
Kinley, but none of them have yet had 
the temerity to controvert his statement 
that the state is going democratic. 

Senator Wellington, it is well to bear 
in mind, is the man principally respon- 
sible for the overthrow of the democratic 
party in that state, aud he was given the 
senatorship In recognition of the import- 
ant part he played. He is an active, ag- 
gressive worker and is very strong in the 
western part of the state, where the re- 
publican votes are. His influence has al- 
ways been particularly great with the 
German Lutherans, not agly of his own 
state. but throughout the country, and the 
strong views which he holds against im- 
perialism are understood by those who 
know to be held pretty generally by the 
members of that church. In the recent 
interview in The Baltimore News, in 
which he paid his vigorous respects to 
General Grosvenor, of Ohio, Senator Well- 
ington said: 

‘Maryland will give 15,000 majority for 
Bryan at least. There is nothing the 
republicans can do to stop it. I have not 
yet said for whom I shall vote and I 
am not ready to say except this. much: 
I won't vote for McKinley. You can draw 
any conclusions you like. I believe that 
Bryan will sweep the country and be 
easily elected. On what issues? Why, 
imperialism, of course, and the opposition 
to the grinding trusts of this country. 
Who will be my successor in the senate? 
I may succeed myself, but if I don’t it 
will be some good democrat, possibly Mr. 
Gorman. It won’t be a republican. The 
republican party is gone in this state, 
They haven’t a chance. They will hear 
from me before I am through.” 

Senator Wellington has charged that 
the president deliberately misled him in 
promises made gt the time the peace 
treaty was under consideration. To con- 
trovert this, some of the republican pa- 
pers have charged that Wellington had 
but one interview with the president at 
which Senator McComas, his colleague, 
was present and Senator McComas de- 


, clares that no such promise was made at 


that time. With regard to this, Senator 
Wellington said: 

“They say, I believe, that I had only 
one interview with the president on the 
question of his foreign policy and bring 
some witnesses to prove this. If they 
want to get a witness, why don’t they 
get McKinley? I'll bet he won't say 
that I had only one interview with him. 
I would like to hear that statement com- 
ing directly from him. I have nothing 


further to say about it, but they can hear 


all about it if they go to work on it in 
the right way.” 

There seems to be no doubt that Sen- 
ator Wellington intends to give Mr. 
Bryan his hearty support. He is a banker 
and business man, and four years ago 
was one of the strongest McKinley men 
in the country. He was one of the origi- 
nal gold standard republicans, one of the 
men who kept the Ohio contingent from 
adopting a straddle platform at the re- 
publican convention at St. Louts. He is 
of German parentage and; as I have said, 
is a man whose influence is not merely’ 
local. He takes the position that silver 
is not the issue in this campaign, but 
that the greater issue, the overwhelming 
issue, is the preservation of the republic. 
He has accepted an invitation for a speech 
in West Virginia at an early date, and 
Mr. Bryan is expected to be one of the 
speakers upon the same occasion. 

The republicans are having hard work 
in their efforts to make it appear that 
no republicans have joined in the anti- 
imperialistic crusade. They do every- 
thing possible to belittle individuals and 
to distort the facts. Their newspapers 
have said with great emphasis that the 
republicans were not sharers in the re- 
cent liberty congress at Indianapolis. 
Colonel Charles R. Codman, of Boston, 
who was chairman of the committee on 
resolutions at that congress, is authority 
for the statement that ten of the twenty- 
five members of that committee voted for 
McKinley in 189%, seven voted for Bryan, 
seven for Palmer and one did not vote 
at all. All of them will vote for Bryan 
this year, and all joined in the commit- 
tee’s conclusion—that the safety. of the 
country lies in Bryan’s election and the 
recommendation that he be supported. 

Mr. Hanna’s admonition to the republi- 
cans of New Jersey that they must be- 
stir themselves may have been designed 
for local as well as general effect. While 
the democratic candidates have generally 
conceded New Jersey to the Opposition, 
some of those candidates in close touch 
with the sitiuation in that state incline 
to the belief that there is a chance for 
its going democratic. Representative 
Bradley, of New York, who was in 
Washington the other day, told me that 
he believed both New York and New 
Jersey would give Bryan their electoral 
votes this fall.

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IWILKINSON IS RELEASED 


HE SEEKS MISS PACKARD 


Friday, for Howard M. Wilkinson, who 
eloped with his sister-in-law, Josephine 
Packard, was full of excitement. Arriv- 
ing in Dover shortly after noon in charge 
of an officer, at 3 o’clock he was re- 
leased, and at 4:30 o’clock he had driven 
to Cheswold Station, five miles from 
Dover, where he took a train for Phila- 
delphia, determined to find Miss Pack- 
ard.

They 
had come from Wilmington, which town 
was reached at 2 o’cjock Friday rmorn- 
ing. Contrary to expectations, only a 
small crowd was assembled on the @ pot 
platform. The spectators were mostly 
such men and boys as usually frequent 
the station. Wilkinson recognized a 
number of former friends in the crowd, 
and smiling blandly, as if it were a treat 
to be once again in the old town, shouted 
repeatedly, ‘‘Hello, Tom; hello, Dick,”’ 
invariably calling them by their first 
names. Hurriedly Detective McVey hus- 
tled him into a hotel carryall, in which 
he was driven to the office of his attor- 
ney, Arley B. Magee, the people follow- 
ing on foot from the station.

FELL FORTY, FEET; NOT HURT. 


Jordan Neal, a Negro, Tumbles Out 
of a Window While Asleep. 
Injuries Not Serious. 

While sitting in a window sleeping Sun- 
day morning about 1 o’clock Jordan Neal, 
a negro, fell forty feet into a narrow 
alley, but is still living and doing well. 
Neal Soarded at No. 94% Decatur street. 
His wife was in the room on the bed. 
She was asleep and did not know her 
husband had taken the dangerous tum- 
ble until notified by others who heard 

him groaning. ‘ 

Neal, when found, was lying among a 
lot of old tin cans and pieces of broken 
glass. He had fallen between two walls 
not more than five feet apart. 

He was perfectly conscious, but could 
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trip home and treatment in the south. 
He praised the Atlanta prison officials 
and said his health was excellent. 

Those wh®@ expected to see Wilkinson 
come home emaciated and handcuffed 
were disappointed. En route he was prac- 
tically allowed the freedom of the car, 
and at night Detective McVey and he 
turned into a berth in the sleeper. While 
going from the station no one not know- 
ing Wilkinson would have recognized him 
as the prisoner. He gained five pounds 
in weight during his trip to the south. 
Among the five passengers in the hotel 
coach he was the gayest. Once or twice 
he raised his hat when ladies whom he 
recognized were passed, but if they nod- 
ded in return or gave any sign of recog- 
nition it could not be discerned, and once 
Wilkinson flushed perceptibly at the cold 
Stares which greeted him. As an exam- 
ple of his freedom he finished eating first, 
and Detective McVey gave him permis- 
sion to go to his lawyer's office across 
the street unattended to prepare for the 
arraignment. 

During the forenoon Friday many per- 
sons were heard offering to make bets 
as to whether Wilkinson could secure 
bail bond or not. Apparently little diffi- 
culty was encountered when the surety 
was needed, and it is known that several 
persons, amply able to guarantee the 
surety several times over, called and 
offered their services. 

An inkling of the sensational manner 
in which Wilkinson intended to end this 
afternoon leaked out within half an hour 
after the close of the trial. At 4 o’clock 
Nathan Hutchins, bondsman for Wilkin- 
son, confirmed the news. He said: 

“Unless his friends in Dover persuade 
him to do otherwise, Wilkinson will be 
in Philadelphia before Saturday morning. 
Since the trial I have learned that he is 
still determined to stick to the girl. He 
intends to stay in Philadelphia until he 
finds her.’’

Red Men Held Impressive Memorial 
Exercises Yesterday. 


THE MEMORIAL ADDRESS

Memorial Sermon Preached by Pastor 
of the Church. 


SIXTY-ONE MEMBERS HAVE DIED 


The Roll Containing Their Names 
Was Read and Their Memory 
Appropriately Honored. 


Members of the Comanche Tribe of Red 
Red assembled yesterday afternoon in the 
sanctuary of the Second Baptist church 
and devoted an hour to memorial exer- 


cises in honor cf the dead members of 


the tribe, 

The services were impressive and ap- 
propriate, many songs being sung and a 
memorial address delivered Ky Hon, Por- 
ter King. Dr. Malcolm MacGregor preach- 
ed the mcmorial sermon. 

The exercises were the first of this 
character ever indulged in by the mem- 
bers. 

The services were opened by J. M. Mc- 
Michael, who pronounced the invocation 
in an impressive manner, after which 
“America’’ was sung by the choir and 
the audience. 

The roll of the dead included sixty-one 
names. This was read by W. R. Dale. 
‘‘Nearer My God to Thee” was sung. Hon. 
Porter King then delivered the memorial 
addre3s, 

Mr. King’s Address. 
In the course of his address, Mr. King 


said: 

“Amidst the rush, the bustle’ and the 
stir of a restless, ceaseless, pitiless city 
life. we come to honor the memory of our 
dead—to recount their virtues—ang™to 
draw lessons of advantage to the living. 

“For the first time in the history of 
Atlanta have the Red Men of this reser- 
vation assembled to do reverence to the 
names and achievements of our brothers 
whom the Great Spirit has called to the 
happy hunting grounds; and, looking into 
your faces, I am proud of the distinction 
of constituting one of this band of 
brotherhood, 

“Around our camp fire are taught les- 
sons of kindness, gentieness and .nercy, 
which well characterize the dealings of 
brothers with one another, as well as the 
sterner lessons of endurance and fortitude 
which enable us to meet the 
vicissitudes of life. 

“Our order is an American order, hav- 
ing its origin in the free and untrammeled 
surroundings of a young, vigorous, sturdy 
and independent republic; laying hold of 
and perpetuating the manly virtues of 
self-reliance, bravery, -ove of country, 
open-heartedness and generosity which 
characterized the real. red man; and 
teaching us to be patriotic, honest, un- 
selfish and benevolent, ever mindful that 
we can follow the hunt for only a few 
brief moons, when our spirits must be 
disenfranchised, and will, we trust, re- 
turn.to the Great Father of Spirits. 

“I love this order, and its worthy fol- 
lowers, because ‘freedom’ is its watch- 
word. Not an unbridled Heense, an unre- 
strained end uncurbed willfulness tv du 
what we will, regardless of the rights 22d 
feelings of others, but freedora—real 
freedom—that liberty which makes us 
free ‘ndeed. No man is free who is the 
slave of his own passions, of his own un- 
restrained desires and appetites, but he 
alone is a freeman who controls himself. 
‘Greater is he that mastereth himseif 
than he that taketh a city.’ 

‘‘And the first lesson in freedom which 
we teach is the conquering and ruling of 
ourselves. It needs must be, nay, ‘follows 
as the night the day,’ if we subjugate 
ourselves, exercise kindness, liberty and 
forbearance to our brothers, that free- 
dom, a blessed freedom, nay, more, a re- 
gardful and tender consideration for one 
another, will pervade our ranks. Not 
alone among the Free and Improved Or- 
der of Red Men would we inculcate these 
lessons, but broadening our view and 
taking in all of' mankind, we would hail 
them all as brothers, and treat them with 
kindness and brotherly love. 

“The initiated, and not the pale-face, 
can know how closely We are drawn to 
each other, and how in pur wigwams and 
around the kindled camp fire Red Men 
come so close to one another, 

‘‘How strong are the ties of friendship, 
and how greatly do we learn to prize 
them. She stalwart man, in the glory 
and pride of his manhood, self-reliant and 
independent, is a noble and grand figure. 
How much nobler and grander does he 
become when touched with.a spirit of 
gentleness and kindness, a tender and 
merciful regard for the feelings of others. 
We have not the right to live to our- 
selves, and as we -wiihdraw “ron: coin- 
munion with our fellow man we become 
narrow and contracted, selfish and dwart- 
ed. The best things of life are brought 
out by the contact of men with each 
other, and orders like this whicn pro- 
mote and encourage the brotherly feeling, 
develop the better parts of our nature. 
There comes to all, too, a time when the 
successes of the world do not gatisfy, 
when its honors pall upon us, and the 
emptiness and hollowness of accomplished 
worldly ambition are but too plainly elt. 
When sickness prostrates us, when mis- 
fortune vuvertakes us. when the hand of 
death is laid upon our loved ones, then 
no human aid can enspirit and encourage 
save the love of a brother’s heart and 
the grasp of a brother’s hand.

BAKER EXPRESSED DESIRE TO EVANGELIST 


Baptism Took.Place a Week Ago, but 
Was Kept Quiet—Dr. Stephen- 
son Speaks of. It. 


ee 


James L. Baker, the man who shot his 
wife to death and who ts to be hanged 
upon the gallows unless the governor 
interferes to commute the sentence to life 
imprisonment, has joined the Baptist 
church under Dr. R. 8S. Stephenson, the 
Tower chaplain. 

The baptism, which had to take place 
within the prison and which had to be 
by the mode of immersion, was a very 
interesting ceremony. 

It occurred a week ago yesterday, but 
for some reason or other the fact has 
never been published in any newspaper 
before. It seems to have been kept re- 
markably quiet. 

Being a condemned murderer, it was 
impossible for Baker to be given too 
much privilege, even fof the purpose of 
baptism. 

It was decided to allow him to leave 
his cell and occupy the hospital ward, 
where there was a large bathtub. 

In this tub he was immersed with cere- 
monies which were said to have been 
peculiarly impressive. 

Baker had expressed deep religious con- 
victions to Dr. Stephenson, stating once 
in a letter that if he could again be a 
free man he would go to preaching. His 
people had all been Baptists and he 
would join no other church. 

After having had several talks with 
him, Dr. Stephenson finally consented to 
take him into the church and to baptize 
him in prison. 

Sunday night a week ago Baker was 
led from his cell to the fifth floor upon 
which the hospital is located. With him 
were three guards and seven fellow ‘pris- 
oners. Dr. Stephenson waited for the 
party. 

The bathtub was about half filled with 
water and into it Baker stepped. He 
lay down in such a position that his head 
could be immersed by the minister. 

Dr. Stephenson read portions of the 
scriptures and offered up a prayer. 

Baker was immersed and those who 
saw him state that he stepped from the 
water with a satisfied smile upon his 
face. Since then he is said to have been 
more peaceful. 

“Tt was one of the most impressive 
ceremonies I ever performed,”’ said Dr. 
Stephenson to a reporter of The Cor§sti- 
tution on yesterday when speaking of 
the baptism.

& negro Saturday night in a saloon on 
Decatur. street on the charge of having 
assaulted and robbed a man in Harris 
county last November. The arrest prom- 
ises to develop into a very interesting af- 
fair with several ends to it, one being a 
squabble between members of the At- 
lanta police force. 

On November 12, 1899, Bartlett Horne, a 
farmer in Harris county, was knocked on 
the head with an ax by a negro named 
Will Staples and robbed of over $100. Re- 
wards were offered for Staples amount- 
ing to about $250. 

‘Yyhree or four months ago Patrolman 
Rowan arrested Will Staples in Atlanta. 
The negro was carried to Harris county, 
tried, convicted and sentenced to ten 
years. A motion was made for a new 
trial and the case argued before Judge 
Butts, but he has not as yet rendered-a 
decision. 

Staples had been hired by Farmer Horne 
and on November 12tn the negro offered 
to show the farmer a wonderful world’s 
fair trick with a handful of corn. The 
corn was spread on the ground near where 
an ax was lying. When the farmer 
stooped over to watcn the trick, the ne- 
gro deftly seized the ax and.knocked him 
senseless. The robbery was committed 
and the would-be murderer and robber 
fled. 

The plea for the defense at Staples’s 
trial was that another negro from At- 
lanta had impersonated him and that he 
knew nothing of the affair. 

A few weeks ago it was reported in At- 
lanta that the negro who assaulted the 
farmer was in the city. Officers Kerlin 
and Spradlin set about to spot him and 
they sent for a negro who lived on a 
farm adjoining thatgof Horne’s. The ne- 
gro arrived last week and Saturday he 
spotted a negro who went by the name 
of John Smedley, alias Will Jackson, in 
a Decatur street saloon. The spotter told 
the officers that Smedley or Jackson was 
the man they wanted and the negro was 
promptly arrested. 

Kerlin and Spradlin, ft is said, have 
been informed that Rowan, who convict- 
ed Will Staples, went into the city prison 
and told the negro now under arrest that 
he was the wrong man and if he Kept 
his mouth shut he would come out all 
right. 

This Rowan most emphatically denies, 
and says that another officer was with 
him and can testify trat no such remark 
was ever made. ‘ 

An effdrt will be made to have the ne- 
gro under arrest identified. 

In the meantime Rowan’s negro has 
been convicted and sentenced for the 
same crime. 

The case is getting considerably mixed 
and the Atlanta end of it, the discussion

Cooling Drinks in Turkey. 


A Constantinople correspondent writes 
to The London Telegraph: When we read 
here of the great heat in London, it is 
very pleasant to note that in one respect, 
at any rate, Constantinople is ahead of 
London. It is that of cooling, non-intoxi- 
cant drinks. You cannot get away from 
them; in all the main streets nearly every 
other shoyy has a counter of white marbie, 
and large pottles of iced water, lemonade, 
cherry sir¥p, pomegranate sirup, or some- 
thing of the sort. Green leaves surrouiud 
the bottles, and a little machine Keeps up 
a tinkling of glasses to attract the pass- 
ers-by. Certain shops are known fer their 
specialties in certain sirups, and others 
for their water, about which the Turks 
are very particular, and can tell at once 
from which of the many springs near the 
capital it comes. The streets swarm with 
itinerant séllers with elaborate arrauge- 
ments for keeping the water cool. Some 
have a regular booth, where they dispense 
anything from water to a gapenze, which 
is the name of effervescing lemonade. _ 

The simplest method is that adopted by 
those who carry about a huge glass boitle, 
holding about two gallons of lemonade, on 
the mouth of which is balanced a large 
lump of ice, continually dripping into the 
bottle. These drinks are the cheapest, 1 
farthing a tumbler. Unfortunately ihe 
coin representing a farthing is almost ex- 
tinct, so that the drinker has to buy two 
glasses or come back again next day for 
the balance. The ice cream venders, too, 
must not be forgotten. Their picturesque 
get up is very distinctive, and they do a 
roaring trade. The ices they sell are very 
pure, and one never hears of. cases of ill- 
ness among those eating them. The time 
when the men do their best business with 
Europeans is at night, after dinner. 
Every one is then sitting outside on the 
Romphorue: the iceman comes along with 
a boat, wnd seems at oncé to supply a 
long-felt want. We are having very hot 
weather just now, but it is quite the right 
weather for the season, and will not last 
more than another fortnight. _

Inmates of the Jail Who Are Charged 
with Murder, 


ONE WILL HANG TOMORROW 


Five of the Number Are White Men 
and Four Negroes. 


FOUR BROUGHT HERE FOR SAFE KEEPING 


Hiram Sharpe To Be Hanged Tomor- 
row—Only One of the Others Is 
Under Sentence of Death.

There are now nine Men confined in the 
Tower who are charged with murder. Of 
these five are white and four are negroes. 
Five belong in Atlanta and four were 
brought here for safe keeping. 

Hiram Sharpe, who killed his wife near 
Lithonia, will be taken out tomorrow io 
be hanged at Decatur. He murdcred his 
wife with a shotgun last spring because 
she refused to live With him. He was 
drinking at the time. 

W. J. Dorsey, a white man from White 
county, is charged with killing his 
nephew in a quarrel. He has been tricc 
ard convicted, and an appeal has been 
taken. He was brought here for safe 
keeping, as there was some feeling in 
White county against him. 

Will Evans, a young white man, shot 
and killed another young man at Gaines- 
ville a few months ago, He has not been 
tried, and was brought here for safe 
keeping. 

Ike Wheeler shot and killed John Ham- 
brick a few months ago in Atlanta. He 
was tried and convicted of manslaughter, 
end was sentenced to ten years in the 
penitentiary. He has appealed for a new 
trial. 

James L, Baker shot and killed his wife 
in Atlanta. about four months agv. He 
has been tried and sentenced to be hang- 
ed. The pardon board refused to inter- 
fere, and the case is now pending before 
the governor. 

John Ragland, a negro of Clavton 
county, killed another negro ani was 
brought here for sale keeping until his 
trial, which will take place in September. 

Ed Gilbert, a negro, killed another ne- 
gro in Atlanta a few weeks ago, and has 
been tried and given a life sentence. He 
has appealed for a new trial. 

Ed Crockett, a negro, shot and killed 
another negro near the Atlanta university 
about five months ago. He has not been 
tried. 

Cleve Anderson, a negro, shot and kill- 
ed another negro in Atlanta on Mitchell 
street a few weeks ago, and he is await- 
ing trial. 

The jail officials are exceedingly careful 
about visitors just now on account of so 
many noted criminals belng under their 
charge.

SOME ELOQUENT SERMONS 
HEARD IN ATLANTA PULPITS 


. AT TRINITY. ° 


At Trinity church yesterday morning 
Rev. J. W. Quillian preached a sermon 
of much force and eloquence on the sub- 
ject of “Salvation.” A large congrega- 
tion attended the services, which were 
of an interesting character. Dr. Qulllian 
selected as his text: ‘‘How shall we es- 
cape if we neglect so great a salvation,’’ 
Hebrew, ii; 3. In part he spoke as fp»l- 
lows: 

“Salvation is a word of the greatest 
importance. It implies action and signi- 
fies work. Salvation is something begun, 
Carried on, and completed, hence it may 
be retarded, arrested, or stopped at any 
stage short of completion. It means the 
rehabilitation of a thing that is ruined 
or going to ruin. The word is applied 
to things, and is fully understood there. 
Men speak of the salvation of a busi- 
ness, an enterprise, a government, > and 
we understand what they mean. The 
apostle is speaking of the salvation of the 
soul, and why can’t we understand him 
also? Salvation of anything comes by 
the removal of the destructive force in 
that thing and the introduction in its 
stead of the constructive power. That de- 
structive power in man is sin, which is 
death; the constructive force in man is 
holiness, which is life. 

“To get rid of all sin and to be filled 
with all righteousness is the great work 
of salvation for man. This is the great- 
est work that ever enlisted the powers 
of God or man, because of the interests 
involved. It was great for God to plan 
a world and lay the foundations of a 
universe—greater still to build each* and 
fill all with their fulness, giving to each 
sphere its bounds, and placing all under 
such corelative law that for ages they 
have been singing as they run. 

‘The father plans, the son executes, 
and the Holy Spirit applies. When all 
this is done there has been a plan wrought 
out by which men can be saved. Before 
salvation comes to any person that per- 
son must acquiesce in and co-operate with 
the plan. The interest involved and the 
agencies employed make this the greatest 
of all works. 

“It is great for men to build fortunes, 
to develop enterprises, to establish gov- 
ernments, but by so much as the Master 
is greater than the servant, as eternity 
is longer than time, as the soul is more 
valuable than the body, by this mucn 
is the work of the soul’s salvation the 
work of life. Yet men neglect the salvation 
of their souls. They do this in two ways: 
First, by rejecting it and refusing to en- 
gage in it. It is not necessary to do 
any outrageous crime to ruin your soul, 
just neglect it, that is enough.”

A. R. Holderby. the pastor, preached 
from the text, “For the kigdoms of this 
world are become the kingdoms of our 
Lord and His Christ.’”’ Revelations xi, 15. 

He said: ‘“‘This was a prophetic vision 
of the Apostle John. In this vision John 
is allowed to see the future glory of the 
church and the triumphs of the gospel. 

“I have sometimes thought that the 
apostle was permitted to have this vision 
of glory because of his love and loyalty 
for his Master. John was never an exile 
on Patmos and could not, from a human 
standpoint, have taken an optimistic view 
of things. 

‘“‘Wickedness was abounding and the 
kingdoms of earth were opposed to Christ, 
and yet the apostle prophesied of the 
future glory of the gospel. He spoke of 
the triumphs of Christ’s kingdom as if 
it was an accomplished fact. His eye of 
faith spanned the intervening centuries. 

“Let us learn from this lesson—first 
that the kingdoms of this world are not 
yet the kingdoms of our Lord. 

“We know this is true because Jesus 
Christ is not recognized by the govern- 
ment of earth. God is not in the thought 
of the nation. There is no kingdom or 
nation in the world governed by the prin- 
ciples of the gospel. The nations of the 
world are still opposed to Christ and 
His gospel. Countries are not necessarily 
Christian countries pecause there are 
Christians in them, 

“China has Christian people, but it is 
not a Christian nation. Africa has Chris- 
tian. people, but it is by no means a 
Christian nation. Our own land, called a 
church land, has many Christian people, 
but the great mass of its people are not 
Christians, This government is not run 
upon the principles of the gospel. If it 
were, there would be no war for expan- 
sion or for retaliation. No Christian na- 
tion makes war for conquest. It is not 
God’s plan to compel the nations of the 
earth into obedience by force of arms. 
Shot and shell and fire and sword will 
never force the gospel upon the unwilling 
nations of earth. This world is to be 
won to Christ by the spirit of love and 
never by cannon and sword. The king- 
doms of this world are not yet the king- 
dom of Christ, because His laws are open- 
ly and wontonly violated, 

“The Sabbath law is constantly vio- 
lated in our own so-called Christian land. 
And in one hundred other ways God's 
laws are trampled upon by the American 
people. 

“Prize fights and football games are 
not only a curse to any country, but they 
are a shame and disgrace to any Chris- 
tian people. The bull fights in Spain are 
no more debasing, demoralizing and cruel 
than are the prize fights and football 
games as they are now conducted in this 
country. 

‘May God have mércy upon our so-call- 
ed Christian governments that permit 
these great evils to be carried on un- 
challenged in the very face of the gospel. 
Is that nation a Christian nation that 
permits the manufacture of whisky and 
opium and then forces these articles upon 
the heathen lands at the point of the 
bayonet? 

“But such is the boasted Christianity 
of England and other so-called Christian 
lands. Does it look as if this land of 
ours had become the kingdom of our 
Lord when the law allows whisky to be 
sold at almost every corner in the streets 
of our cities and winks at the establish- 
ment of houses of prostitution by which 
thovsands and tens of thousands of our 
young men and women are being damned? 
Is this Christianity? No, the kingdom of 
our Lord has not yet come, nor will it 
come until the whole church of the living 
God shall arise in his might and throw 
her combined influente against these hell- 
ish evils. The kingdom of Christ must 
come first into individual hearts and into 
the homes of our land. The churches 
have been too busy fighting one another 
instead of fighting the common foe. God 
looks to the church for the rulers of the 
nations. The church is to make them and 
train them. But a brighter day is com- 
ing for the world. The churches are com- 
ing closer together. The bugle call for 
the battle is being sounded. 

“Jesus Christ is coming to transform 
the kingdom of this world into His own 
kingdom of peace and love. China ard 
Africa and Japan wiil fall into line. 

“All wars will cease and sweet peace 
wil] reign in every heart and every home 
and all the kindreds of earth will one day 
be the kingdom of our Lord and His 


nearer home and look at our own city 
with her boasted Christianity. Is Atlanta 
a Christian city when her laws permit 
open desecration of the Sabbath; whisky 
to be sold at every corner and vile houses 
of prostitution to be operated in the face 
of Christian civilization? 

“All these and other evils that might 
be named are a crying shame to a so- 
called Christian city.

Others have an ambition to 
reign socially—they yearn for that sweet, 
subtle social power which social homage 
brings, and hence all care for children, 
or husband’s finances, must bend to this. 
Yet thers long for education, culture, a 
burnished intellect, that they may learn 
everything from the A B C of creation 
to, the melodies of the stars—are they 
worth while? Is the title to them good? 
Are they simply a means to an end? Is 
that end Godward and heavenward? 

“Out on the Atlantic last summer, be- 
tween the deep blue sea below and the 
lofty blue sky above I asked my- 
self: ‘What is the world?’ and 
‘what is the soul?’ He had found his 
most satisfactory answer to the later :n 
the words: ‘The soul is a vast capacity 
for God,’ and as to !ts worth—it !s worth 
so much that Christ came to die for it. 
It is infinite, immortal; but it may shrivel 
and shrivel and shrivel, or it may grow 
and grow and grow—and it is with you, 
my brothers and sisters, whether you Ae- 
velop your soul Godward or whether you 


permit it to shrivel into nothingness. 
What will you do with the greatest and 
grandest thing God has given you? Re- 
membering God has said: ‘This night thy 
soul shal] be required of thee,’ would 
you exchange it for any insignificant 
thing. ‘Blessed are the pure in heart for 
they shall see God.’ ”’

The ‘‘external’’ evidences of the divine 
origin of the book are conclusive—secular 
history teaches this. The book contains 
many references to persons, places and 
governments, and yet in all never once 
has a mistake been made. This is mar- 
velous. I know that some have arisen 
to charge that some things are not true, 
but I have been placed so'that I have had 
to look into this, and I say to you, not 
on my authority, but on the au- 
thority of some of the ablest men 
of the world that not one statement of 
the Bible has yet been shown to be un- 
true. 

Then there are “Internal’’ evidences as 
we call them—the unity of teaching in 
the Bible—written by forty different au- 
thors, at widely different times, about dif- 
ferent subjects and by men of various 
stations in life. How do you account for 


no conflicting statement! {is made? Where 
did the wonderful conceptions in the Bi- 
ble come from? Could finite brains have 
invented them? No; never! 

And the authors not only undertake to 
represent God, but they undertake to 
give His words as He speaks to His neo- 
ple. And never do they give words that 
would not honor the God thev are repre- 
senting. Then, too, could men write a 
book that so perfectly describes the condi- 
tion of every man and makes perfect pro- 
vision for all? If any honestly desires 
through these evidences and others wi!! 
he be perfectlv satisfied. 

In view of this discussion let me make 
in conclusion just two remarks: First, 
why many persons do not perceive the 
divine origin of Christ—if any man does 
not see then it Is because he does not 
honestly desire to do Christ’s will. 

Second, we see the mistake in wait- 
ing to be better informed. More knowl- 
edge doe® not come to those who do not 
use the knowledge, small though it' be, 
they now have. It is folly for a fin- 
ite being to delay action concerning any- 
thing until we have complete knowledge 
about it; finite minds will never have 
complete knowledge about’ anything. All 
we need is knowledge enough to act in- 
telligently, and then each day will our 
knowledge increase.

One of a Constable’s Posse Is Fatally 
Shot. 

Gilman, Ill., August 2.—Michael Ryan, 
who, with others, accompanied Constable 
John Milstead tonight to serve a warrant 
for malpractice on Mrs. Dr. C. M. Wright, 
was fatally shot by an unknown inma‘e 
of the woman’s lying-in hospital.

In a general review of the trust ques- 
tion in its relation to the presidential 
campaign The Saturday Evening Post 
presents a number of interesting facts 
and figures. According to the only semi- 
official statement the trusts formed in 
this country in recent years have capi- 
talizations that produced the almost in- 


credible total of over seven billions of 


dollars. The Saturday Evening Post 
gives a list of thirty combinations each 
of which has a capitalization of over 
fifty millions of dollars. It says: 

“These thirty combinations are credited 
with capital amounting to two and one- 
third billions of dollars. The entire gen- 
eral stock of money of all kinds in the 
United States, gold, silver, notes and cer- 
tificates, amounts to about $2,700,000,000. 
So that if all the four hundred combines 
in the list should try to turn their capi- 
talizations into cash they would use up 
every penny of the nation’s money and 
then have only about 40 per cent of their 
demands. Indeed, the thirty corporations 
mentioned would nearly use up all our 
cash. Of course, we know that business 
is transacted mostly on credit and this 
gives an entirely different view of the 
case, but the comparisons show the real 
financial hugeness of the. modern combi- 
nations.

Mr. Editor—Some time ago I received 
the following letter, hence this communi- 
cation: 

Hartford, Conn., October 30, 1897. Cor- 
respondent Warwick, Sumterville, Fla., 
care Sumter County Times—Dear Sir: For 
our new edition of Swinton’s geography 
we wish a sketch of Sumter county, Flor- 
ida. We will give you $50 for same—half 
cash and the balance upon ratification 
and verification of your sketch by the 
people of that county. We want nothing 
but cold, petrified facts which must be 
published in The Sumter County Times 
in order that any reader thereof may 
call you to taw if you are careless about 
the truth. 

Signed, sealed and delivered by Swinton 
Pub. Co., Sumter county. 

Sumter was first discovered by Ponce 
de Soto and Captain Bill Kendrick, about 
ten minutes before soon, on the morning 
of 324 of Juvember, immediately after 
the revolutionary war. Sumter was then 
a howling wilderness and she has been 
howling ever since. 

It was first settled by emigrants from 
North America, South America, Europe, 
Irup and Stirrup, who imported civili- 
zation, hog stealing and other commodi- 
ties of free trade and high tariff. 

At the present day nearly four-thirds 
of the farming lands consist of pond 
water, each pond containing enough al- 
ligators to build a fence round it and 
moccasins enough to stop all the cracks. 

The fertility of the land varies accord- 
ing to locality. Some is so poor you 
must plant four cow peas in a hill, one 
to push, one to pull, one to grunt, one to 
come up. On the other hand some ham- 
mock land is so rich if you plant light- 
wood knots they sprout little niggers 
two in a place. The pine timber often 
grows so tall it takes two men and a bov 
to see up to the top of one tree, and 
occasionally the limbs grow so crooked 
they can’t lie still when they fall, but 
roll over and over till they wallow a 
hole in the ground. The land is worth 
$100 per acre, which means it is worth 
$9% to grub up the palmetto roots and 
then the acre is worth $5 for raising 
cakes. 

Grazing is one of the principal indus- 
tries. The breed of cattle is mostly 
half Jersey and the other half is just 
pure cow. 

Many fine hogs are to be found on the 
range; so also the far-famed razor-back, 
whose nose is so long you must tile a 
brickbat to his tail for ballast else he 
can’t root. At hog-killing time take off 
the brick and pick up the shote by the 
ears and if the tail end balances down 
he is fat enough to eat. 

Many of the inhabitants raise cain. 
Some of the finest sirup in the market 
is imported all over the United States and 
a part of Georgia, but justice requires 
me to say that certain grades are too 
expensive for the poor when meal is 
light. It is so thin it takes three pieces 
of bread to hem it up and another piece 
to sop it with. 

A clay subsoil halfsoles the country in 
spots; elsewhere you had as well dig 
upwards as dig down to find clay. 

The latitude of the county authorizes 
meridian time a few degrees west of 
Washington, but the people usually work 
by sun time, railroad time, and hard 
times. 

Telling snake tales and cussing com- 


mission merchants are among the leading: 


professions. A big rattlesnake in the Wa- 
hoo bit a stencil drummer last spring and 
it killed the snake. This serpent had four 
dozen rattles, two dozen buttons, one doz- 


en button holes and six button hooks. This 
same snake tried to bitea hammock cut- 
ter last summer, but missed his man and 
struck his ax. In ten minutes the ax- 
helve turned green and swelled big as a 
house top. 

While on the subject of natural history 
it is appropriate to mention the fact that 
skeeters are so thick you can swing a 
pint cup around your head and catch a 
quart of skeeters every swing. 

Fleas are quite numerous and besides 
there are a great many of them. It 
requires six months steady work for the 
Florida Central and Peninsular railroad 
to fill in Panasoffkee run, because half 
the sand hopped off the gravel train every 
load. 

Killing bugs and bug juice is another 
occupation, Some of the boys are so at- 
tentive to the last named business that 
the government makes them pay internal 
revenue tax on their breath. 

Abundant rainfall in this section insures 
good crops. It has been known to rain 
into the bunghole of a barrel faster than 
it could run out at both ends. 

The rise of the Withlachoochee fertilizes 
the adjacent country as does Nile. This 
river rose so fast in the houses on the 
banks that water spouted 300 feet high 
out of the chimneys. 

The people are ingenious merchants. One 
workman built the ship that took the 
prize at the exposition, and he built it 
with no other tools than that of a hatch- 
et-faced woman and a sawfish. 

They are likewise energetic and trust- 
ing, work early and late and make every- 
thing round them get-up-and-get; even 
cross the breed of their honey bees with 
lightning bugs and let them work them- 
selves to death. 

The celebrated Florida freeze gave all 
the cattle chills and ague and the cows 
have been giving milkshake ever since. 

Now the calves are raised on the bot- 
tle. 

The mineral wealth of the county con- 
sists for the most part in phosphate and 
cat squirrels. The former analyzes 137% 
per cent pure phosphate and the latter 2at 
up the new ground corn four rows past 
the middle all the way round the field. 

Here is. the home of the world-renowned 
carrier pigeon that files back home no 
matter where you carry him. A yankee 
tourist bet Bill Jones $500 he could take 
one of Bill’s pigeons to New York and it 
never would get back home. Bill took 
the bet and the yankee took the bird. 
When Mr. Tourist got to New York he 
thought he would play a yankee trick on 
Bill and his pigeon, so he picked every 
feather off the bird, broke both wings 
and pitched the naked critter out the 
window.

Wildwood, Fla., December 12, 1894 . Mr. 
Tourist: Please send check to pay $500 bet, 
Pigeon got home safe, but his feet are 
mighty sore. BILL JONES.

Few people are aware of the scientific 
care which our government has brought 
into force toward the triumph of pure 
and proper food, This subject is treated 
accurately and with interest in Ainslee’s 
Magazine by E. W. Mayo, who has made 
a personal study of the United States 


food commission under the charge of.

Condensed from Consuls. 

United States Consuj General DuBois, 
in writing of food adulterations in Europe, 
among a number of food products which 
he cites as being debased, gives the fol- 
lowing: 

“Chocolate and cacao are coming more 
and more into general use as articles of 
food. Many people who are unable to 
drink coffee’ or tea use chocolate and 
cacao as a beverage. The slot machines 
have extiended the consumption of choc- 
olate, and altogether its use has greatly 
increased during the past ten years. This 
advance in demand forced an increased 
supply; the adulterator saw his oppor- 
tunity and commenced operations, and at 
once there was noticeable an increase in 
the, trade in mutton tallow, lowest grade 
sugar, shells of the cacao bean, sawdust, 
potato meal and the ochers containing 
the proper colors. 


“Butter has not! escaped the wiles of 
the adulterator, and the different ways 
in which it is debased are many, and 
some are past finding out. All kinds of 
cheap fatty substances are employed 
and good oleomargarine is the least ob- 
jectionable of them all, according to ex- 
perts. Most people like yellow butter and 
demand it at the market place. It is not 
difficult to understand, therefore, that 
when the season and fodder are unfa- 
vorable to the making of yellow butter, 
art should step in to satisfy the wishes 
of the buyer; and the juice of the carrot 
is used to give the butter a golden hue. 
But this can hardly be called deleterious 
adulteration, provided pure carrot juice 
is employed. Water left in butter in- 
creases the weight, and some butter 
makers have not allowed this fact to 
escape their notice. 


“The door to adulteration is wide open 
in the cheese industry. Natural and some 
chemical fats their way readily into 
cheese vats. Milk of all qualities and 
in all stages is used, and potatoes that 
are worthiess for marketing purposes are 
ground exceedingly fine for cheese mak- 
ing; and it is said that even blood from 
the slaughtering house sometimes plays 
a part in this manufacture. 


“If all of the substances that pass 
through a continental coffee-gri 
machine during the, year should be writ- 
ten in alphabetical order, A would begin 
the list with acorns and W would end it 
with wormwood, sprouts of which are 
sometimes used to give the debased cof- 
fee a slight bitter taste. Adul- 
teration occurs largely in the coffee that 
is sold in the ground form. Several cof- 
fee factories have been discovered in Eu- 
rope which were doing a large and profi- 
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chicory, coffee sediment and coffee meal 
into a neat berry by the aid of. some 
agglutinant; and these berries were so 
well made that the deception was not 
discovered for a long time. This produc- 
tion had a large sale among the lower 
classes of Russia and Poland and mixed 
with the genuine coffee berry its sale was 
quite lively in other parts of Europe. 
Unroasted coffee berries are often made 
from oats and rye flour and corn meal, 
The natural aroma of these grains is de- 
stroyed by some process and after the 
proper amount of coffee aroma is added 
the berries are formed and caused to 
maintain their shape by some adhesive 
substance. The test usually employed to 
discover this deception is to place the 
beans in a receptacle containing warm 


‘water: this will dissolve them in a few 


hours. 


United States Consul Liefeld at Freiburg 
writes a very interesting and suggestive 
article on ‘‘Watrproof Material in Ger- 
many,’ from which I extract: 

“This firm at Freiburg makes use of a 
solution containing zinc, copper and am- 
monium hydrate, which has been patent- 
ed in many countries, and goods treated 


p with this preparation seem to have spe- 


cial advantages in respect to quality and 
color. 

“The copper in the solution, it seems, 
gives a peautiful blue-green color with- 
but the use of any dyestuffs whatsovere, 
the various shades being due to the dif- 
fering qualities of the goods: Unbleached 
white cottons receive a bluish green coior, 
while the heavy mvas, which contains 
flax or hemp, becomes intensely green. 

“During impregnation, there is a chemi- 
cal compound’ formed between the fiber 
of the fabric and the solution, so it is 


clear that the new properties must be-q 


come firmly fixed. It will also be evident 
from this fact that there can be no clog- 
ging of the fabric with various salts; and, 
what is of still more importance, the 
weight remains almost unchanged. 

“The copper in the solution, it is claim- 
ed, will prevent the growth of destructive 
germs, and the material itself becomes 
incorruptible and very serviceable for all 
kinds of weather. Goods which have been 
buried or Kept underground for a long 
time are unaffected while the correspond- 
ing raw material, or that treated with 
a non-metallic solution, if kept under- 
ground the same length of time, .would 
show signs of decay and decomposition 
and lose the power of resistance, 

“As no fatty substances are contained 
in this solution, the fabric treated is not 
Hable to be attacked by insects and 
worms. ‘ 

“On account of the advantages of light 
weight, resistance to decomposition, pro- 
tection against insects, etc., the material 
is well adapted for tenting, especially in 
tropical regions; and I understand that 
the German army administration is mak- 
ing free use of these goods for field hos- 
pitals, horse blankets, awnings, etc, 

“By dyeing the material before im- 
pregnation, other colors can be obtained, 
as olive green, brown and black and in 
every case the qualities remain good...
